We shall nev- 
er falter or waver in our support.” 
Israel has won a special place in 
America’s heart and Israel has given 
America a new pe! ive on histo- 
ry. It’s a perspective that only a 
people who know how to beat the 
odds of history can provide. < 


‘We've got to take that long view - 
δὲ a nation. That's why we have* 


pursued a policy of peace through - 
strength. Of keeping our guard up 

but also our readiness to parley. 

And that's how we were able to 

negotiate an arms-control treaty 

with the Soviet Union to eliminate a 

whole class of nuclear ‘weapons. 

In doing so, we were symbolizing 
the hopes of mankind. But we didn’t 
do this as a unilateral concession, or 
at the expense of our security. We 
must never do that, and, as presi- 
dent.

Truly. the lesson for our times is 
that deployments work better than 
freezes if you want to get the Soviet 
Union to the table, if you want to 
get equitable arms reduction.

HERE is a legitimate question: which types of 
policy initiative liable to affect the results of 
Knesset elections may, and which may not, 
properly be undertaken on the eve of the 
elections. either by the country’s own leaders 
or by those of friendly countries? 

To give it some historical depth the ques- 
tion ought perhaps to be rephrased. Was it, 
for example, right for Menachem Begin, as 
premier, to initiate a face-to-face meeting 
with the then Egyptian president, Anwar Sa- 
dat, on the very eve of the 1981 election ? The 
pretext, at the time, was the felt need to 
advance the cause of peace between Israel and 
Egypt. It was, however, obvious enough that 
the main. if not the only, purpose the meeting 
could serve was to impress Israeli public opin- 
ion. There was some Alignment sniping at 
Mr. Begin's last-minute initiative, but that 
was, with justice, dismissed as the usual sour 
grapes of an opposition party. 

To jump forward a bit, it might be asked 
whether it was absolutely necessary for Pre- 
mier Yitzhak Shamir to plan a visit to Hunga- 
ty, the first of its kind by an Israeli prime 
minister to an East E country other 
than Romania since 1967, for this month, 
which would be just one month before the 
Knesset poll ? It could arguably be in better 
taste to put the unofficial visit off for just a 
little while, until the electorate had a chance 
to decide whether it wanted Mr. Shamir to 
represent it as premier in Hungary, or some- 
one else. To the Alignment’s credit, it has 
eschewed that kind of criticism. 

This, despite the fact that 1988 is somewhat 
special. With the “floating vote” threatening 
to weigh crucially in the scales, anxious major- 
party politicians may perhaps be forgiven for 
suspecting foul play in any truly startling, 
vote-getting move by their rivals.

MODERN economies dependent on the sup- 
ply of electrical power have learnt to keep 
going even when the supply of power breaks 
down, as it occasionally does. But they cannot 
tolerate regular, and unjustified, power

During a period of 24 hours this week, 
starting on Tuesday and extending into 
Wednesday, shortages "οἵ electrical power 
were felt in several areas throughout the coun- 
try. These had their source in a series of 
wholly unconnected failures of sections of the 
Ashdod, Hadera and Tel Aviv power stations. 
Having, as a result of these failures, lost some 
20 per cent of its generating capacity, the 
Electric Corporation was forced to cut down 
on supply. The damage, not only to industry, 
was severe. 

This would not have been so troubling were 
it a rare occurrence. But it is not. Extensive 
electricity blackouts occurred before that as

at best, a permanent state of war.

If the gov- 
ernment and the Jewish Agency are 
not prepared to recognize that this 
category of olim deserves special 
consideration, they should say so. 

Perhaps a case can be made that

Sleepy campaign 


-THE TWO major parties, Labour’ 


and Likud, launched their election 
campaigns this week in grand, care- 
fully-rehearsed ceremonies, at- 
tempting to jolt the summer-weary 
public into an election mood. 

The two events may have boosted 
the morale of party activists but 
apart from that, each party's cere- 
mony failed to break out of the wails 
of Tel Aviv’s Mann Auditorium, in 
Labour's case, and Jerusalem's Bin- 
yanei Ha’uma in Likud’s. 

The public did not flock to the 
events despite such expectations, 
and the razor-sharp attacks and 
scathing mockery hurled by each 
party's leaders at their rivals fell 
only on the ears of the converted 
activists and functionaries 


attending. 
The public is tired. For the past 
four years, it has heard tittle else but

ter-looking package of his (or her) 
party. 


Election Tactics 

The latest tactic being formulated 
among Likud campaign staff is to hit 
Labour by getting Ezer Weizman to 
lose his temper in public. 

Apart from being a former Likud- 
nik and from constantly making jabs 
at Likud’s leaders, Weizman is 
known to be impulsive and short- 
tempered. Moreover, he is the only 


try to make him lose control by 
shouting “‘traitor’”’ and other insults 
to him at every opportunity. This 


confrontation with Arens at Jerusa- 
lem’s Van Leer Institute some two 
weeks ago, when a group of Likud 
supporters repeatedly hassied Weiz- 
man.

Labour this week began lashing 
out at its rivals on the left, who may 
be potential coalition partners in the 
future but right now are threatening 
to take bites out of Labour's constit- 
uency. The secret campaign agree- 
ment between Labour, Mapam and 
the Citizens Rights Movement not 
to attack each other appears on the 
verge of collapse already. 

At Labour's campaign kickoff this 
week Rabin attacked in one breath 
of his forceful speech “the threats of 
A right and the defeatism of the 
left.” 

Head of Labour's minorities™ 
campaign Nawaf Massalha launched 
assaults, at the same ceremony, on 
Abdel Wahab Darousha “who calls 
us a of murderers,” Mapam 
“which shows a caricature of Labour 
as a soldier stepping on an Arab”

But Labour has a bigger problem 
and knows it. Its biggest enemy is 
the fear of defeat. Campaign leaders 
dread that this fear, justified or not, 
will give activists cold feet before 
the battle is over, never mind won. 

Labour will only be on an even 
footing with Likud if it manages to 
surmount this obstacle and infuse its 
leaders and constituents with the 
feeling that there's a fair chance of 
winning. Nobody knows this better 
than Weizman, who keeps urging 


activists and supporters to “go out 
there and tell everyone you know, 
tell those people out on the street, 
that we will win.”

THE VOTING pattern in the last 
elections reflected a significant shift 
in political attitudes.

“YOU ARE standing this day all of you before 
the Lord your God..." (Deuteronomy 29:9-10), 
Surely one of the greatest events in human 
history. or, as it was aptly described, “a major 
breakthrough in the world of religion.” Not 
with one outstanding prophet, not even with a 
select group of saints, but “your tribal heads, 
your elders and your officials... your children, 


your wives, even the stranger within your camp, 


from woodchopper to waterdrawer,” an entire ἡ 


people entering into 2 “covenant” with God. 

‘This covenant covers not only those physical- 
ly present at the event (which encom “the 
whole community). but also those (verse 14) 


“who are not with us this day,” namely all the. 


generations of this people in the past and the 
future. This covenant is a pre-condition “to the 
end, that He may establish you this day as His 
people and be your God (verse 12). 

‘Was it indeed on “this day,”, with the sealing 
of the covenant towards the end of Moses’ life, 
that the Israelites were fully established as a 

ple? What about their common fate and the 
faith that bound them together as a people while 
still in Egyptian bondage and especially since 
the Exodus and the great events they experi- 
enced together as one peopie? Did not we read 
only ¢wo chapters earlier (27:9): “Keep silence 
and hear, O Israel, this day you have become a 
people unto the Lord.” Which then is “this day” 
when Israel becomes a people? — oe 

Some commentators dealing with this seem- 
ing contradiction suggest that Israel had indeed 
become a people at an earlier stage. What is 
being conveyed to them now, as Moses is about 
to depart from this world and as they are about 
to enter the Land, is an important message 
which is to be found in the words Jemaan hakim 
otcha hayom lo ἰδ πὶ “that he may establish you 
this day as his people." 5 : 

These words differ from the earlier, “this day 
you have become (nihiyeta) a people.” They 
mean that while you became a people previous- 
ly, this was easy compared with the task that still 
lay ahead of you, which was to remain estab- 
lished as a people. Until now you were a people 
in the wilderness, a powerless conglomerate of 
tribes on the move; the challenge that lies ahead 
of you now is to remain a people, to.be the 
people of God, even as you reach your own land 
and are sovereign, free to model your own 
society and choose your own brand of 
government. 


THE QUESTION whether we are dealing here 
with two (or more) different stages of the actual 
moment at which Israel becomes a people fades 
if we pay attention to one word which is repeat- 
ed every time Tora deals with this issue. In the 
last rendition of the covenantal event, in chap- 
ter 29. it appears no fewer than six times! It is 
the word hayom, “this day,” or “today” (see 
verses Ὁ. 11,1. pe and 17). ἃ 

Does this hayom to one ape jay 
only, the day on which the event 


occurred? In other words, when Tora says. 


hayom., “this day,” not in this context alone, but 
in many other instances, does it refer to the 
specific day oa which the word was uttered by 
the speaker (God), the day it was written down 
by the writer (Moses), or perhaps the day it was 
read by the reader whenever and wherever he 
may have been. Are the words or events of “this 
day” directed at him as well as to those who 
were there where and when they were first 
spoken? In other words, is Tora to be taken as 
merely a historical record, or does it present a 
long-lasting, living message to be heard also 
hayom, today? 

Professor Andre Neher, the French (now Jeru- 
salemite) Jewish philosopher and Biblical schol- 
ar, calls our attention to the fact that it was the 
greatest of Jewish Bible commenators, Rashi 
(R. Shlomo Yitzhaki, 1040-1105). who offered 
us original and insightful understanding of the 
Rand iaeas Wa tie falcon κύνες ἑστὸς 
published recently in festschrift marking the 
80th birthday of Rabbi Moses Cyrus Weiler,

- The first stratum is that of the covenant be- 


. tween God and his people. “This day” on which 


the covenant was arrived at is everlasting and 
ever-binding, and does not recognize bound- 
aries of yesterday and tomorrow. 

‘The second stratum of kayom bridges the gap 
between the polarities of ancient and modern. 
There are values that stand the test of time and 
are always “‘today-ish.” It is possible that the 
old and the classic are really the most modern, 
while what is “in” εἴ the moment is outdated 


even as it appears on the scene. 

There is also the stratum of the hayom as 
ambivalence or as conditional, depending on us 
to actualize it and accord it meaning.

The awaited “today” does not arrive by itself. 
Tt is conditional and depends much on what we 
ourselves do or do not do. 5 


BUT THE IDEA of the signi of 
“today” is emphasized as well in early rabbinic 
literature. The sources of the two above quota- 
tions from Rashi are in the Babylonian Talmud 
(Berachot 63b) and the halachic Midrash Sifrei 
(on 5:32). Moreover, the simultaneous signifi- 
cance of hayom is obviously expressed in Tora 
itself, when it expands the validity of the cove- 
nant to include “both those who are standing 
with us this day before the Lord our God and 
those who are not with us this day” (29:14). 
Both are under the same umbrella of “this day.” 

In conclusion, it is interesting to note that 
hayom appears six times not only in Deuterono- 
my chapter 29 dealing with the covenant, but six- 
more times in the i » which 
deals with the commandment and promise of 
return, teshuva.

OSCAR WILDE wrote a book called The Picture 
of Dorian Gree, iD which a picture was painted of a 
very handsome young man in all his beauty. Subse- 
quently he embarked on ἃ life of sin and debauch- 
cry but while he himself retained his beauty, his 
face on the painting aged and wrinkled. and be- 
came imprinted with the marks of his decadence. It 
seems to me at times that Israel Television is func- 
tioning for us as a sort of equivalent of Dorian 
Grey's picture - it shows us our transition from 
innocence to vice. 

Lord Acton said that power tends to corrupt and 
absolute power corrupts absolutely: in most coun- 
tries and empires, this process takes a long time, 
but Israel is 50 small and so intense that it functions 
like a pressure-cooker (or, to be more with it, I 
should say ἃ micro-oven), which cooks in a matter 
of minutes what used to take grandma hours in 
front of a hot coal stove. a 

‘All this build-up is ἃ prelude to describing the 
shattering effect of the contrast between a pro- 
eramme we saw this week and the news coverage of 
the punitive raid on Kalkilya. The first was the re- 
run of one of the best This is Your Life programmes 
L can remember, devoted to Yohai Bin-Nun, the 
commander of the Israel Navy during its most 
critical period. Full marks must be awarded to 
Amos Ertinger for pulling off one of his practical 
jokes very effectively - he first showed Piorenzo 
Capriotti. our great Italian friend. at the other end 
of a telephone line, presumably in Milan, and. 
when Yohai indicated a desire to meet him again, 
produced him as dramaticaily in the flesh as a 
conjuror whipping out a rabbit from his hat. 

Yohai and the men who served with him in 
Israel's first naval commando unit certainly repre- 
sented Israel in the age of our irinocence, when our 
cause was pure but our armaments were practically 


non-existent. Our naval commando unit, consisting 
of five men, went into action against the Royal 
Navy and the Egyptian Navy without even a snor- 
kel between them. They used odd-tooking craft 
designed for them by Capriotti. Yet they sank the 
King Farouk and another large Egyptian warship — 
and came back alive. 

‘When they were sure that they were not needed 
in Haifa, they rushed up to Jerusalem to join the 
Palmah in the fight for Nebi Samuel.

Beita villagers plead not guilty

Fourteen West Bankers accused 
of attacking hikers from Eilon 
Moreh on April 6 near the village of 
Beita pleaded not guilty yesterday 
to charges ranging from possession 
of a weapon to stone-throwing. 

Another six defendants were not 
arraigned because the authorities 
failed to have them transported to 
the Nablus military court. The 14 
were remanded in custody and their 
trial was set for October 20. 

There were no Jewish settlers in 


the court, despite the fact that after 
the incident settlers demanded the 
destruction of the village and the 
expulsion of all its residents. 

But 12 Jewish members of an ad- 
hoc Beita Committee, offering legal 
support to the defendants, were pre- 
sent. They argued that the authori- 
ties had capitulated to the settlers by 
holding the trial before ἃ three- 
Judge pane) that allows for heavier

“This whole tial is taking place 
under the pressure of settlers. Any- 
body who attacked Romam Aldubi, 


except for a Palestinian, would have 
received a decoration from the po- 
lice for neutralizing the man,” said 
Gideon Freudenthal.

Britain’s Lord Chancellor got ‘general

The recovery p es imple- 
mented by a number of ailing high- 
tech companies several years ago 
are today beginning to bear fruit, as 
are the efforts of many of the same 
companies to diversify production 
by concentrating less on military 
goods and making forays into the 
civilian sector. And the food indus- 
try, which exports mainly to West- 
ern Europe where currencies have 
been strong for a while, has had no 
cause for complaint throughout. 

Of all the companies which in re- 
cent months have been declared 
bankrupt, the only real heavyweight 
on the list was the Alliance tyre 
factory in Hadera, most of the oth- 
ers being two-bit firms.
